SOME OPERATIVES ARE LEAVING. 


The Cause of the Striko Will Be Inves- 


tigated by a Board of Arbitration 


From Boston. 
Meeting to

The condition of things today at the 


Eclipse and Beaver mills is still an unset- 
tled one, but after tonight's meeting a 
new condition and a better one may de- 
velop. 


The operatives, who tiro in the strike, 


heW a meeting yesterday afternoon and 
talked mutters over quite fully. They de- 
cided to remain out of the mills. The 
board of iirbitration of the Textile Work- 
ers.' association was notified and is ex- 
pected to be here tonight to take the dis- 
agreement under advisement. 


The disagreement arises over a change 


in the grade of cloth to bo woven in the 
mills. A very fine quality of goods has 
been produced in the mills for some time, 
and now there, is a return to plain weav- 
ing. This return- to plain weaving made 
it necess \ry to introduce again the old 
wage sch,jKlule for that kind of work, and 
hence tho disagreement. Disagreement 
is not th< right Word to use in character- 
izing the cause of the strike, for the com- 
pany ban heard uo grievance from its 
operatives, therefore the state of things is 
not a discgreement. 


Most at the operatives believe them- 


selves to have been very much wronged 
by the company. They talk of plcksi 
yards and cuts, which are only intelligi- 
ble to weavers or those familiar with the 
workings of a cotton mill. The fact they 
claim that confronts them, and to Drove 
which they talk of pioks,j'«rds and cuts,is 
that the! r possible earnings has been re- 
c!u=ad from 25 to 50 per cent. The board of 
arbitration will determine this and future 
conduct will probably depend on its find- 
ings. 


A number of the weavers are leaving 


the city today. This is to a degree ex- 
plainable from the fact that the. fancy and 
fine-quality goods that have b»en made 
in the m ills are largly curtailed if not 
wholly stopper! and the expert weavers 
are not satisfied on the other goods and 
take tb.it, opportunity to leave. There is 
a floating population of some siie that 


j came to the mills when they first started 


I and this having no interest here is fold- 


jug its tents. 


The strike will disappear in a few days, 


it is believed, if no unreasonable agitation 
arises. Tonight's meeting of the strikers 
will occur in Miller's hall and the situa- 
tion w!U be fully and calmly discussed.

ning full except the weave shops and they 
partially.

Exceptions in the Murder 
Case Presented by Law= 
yers Beer and Dowlin. 


Boston, September 10.—Chief Justice 


Mason of the tuperior court this morning 
gave a hearing on the exceptions in the 
O'Neil murder case, Justice Sheldon sit- 
ting with the chief justice. The state was 
represented by Attorney General Knowl- 
ton and Lawyer Green of Greenfield. 
O'Neil's Interests were looked after by his 
counsel, Messrs. Beer & Dowlin. 


Mr. Beer began by saying that they had 


not got out exact testimony, which was 
objected to. 
Typewritten drafts were 


put in by Mr, Beer and Attorney General 
Knowltou. Mr. Knowlton said that the 


two principal objeations of the common- 
wealth to the exceptions of tn<j counsel 
for defendant were meagrene^s of state- 
ment of allevickmcc concerning the ques- 
tion of money, and also remoteness of cir- 
cumstances not connected with the de-~ 
fendant. 


At the suggestion of Chief Justice Mason 


the counsel for both sides got together at 
12.20 
o'clock to agree on facts, of which 


.they made a new draft with the assist- 
ance of the court stenographer. This item 
leaves the case narrowed down exclusively 
to law points.

Many North Adams people vJU-recall a 


man who came among us almost two 
years ago? stayed only briefly, but when 
he had gone left many friends behind 
him in this city. That man was John J. 
Hall of Akron, 0.,—"The jndge," as so 
many knew him who met him at the 
Wilson house where he stayed while here, 
and where his long flowing white locks, 
massive form, cheery voice and kindly 
face had made him a marked figure. Mr. 
Hall died at his home in Akron last Sat- 
urday morning after a lingering illness of 
several months at the age of 70 years. 


In October, 1895, Mr. Hall came to this 


city where he spent several months as a 
patient of the Drs. Brown for cure of can- 
cer ot the throat. He rapidly improved 
and feeling that he would ultimately re- 
cover, he returned to Akrou anxious to 
resume his practice. He bad not been 
home long, however, until ill health over- 
took him. During the summer he man- 
aged to attend the Ohio state bar meeting 
at Put-in-Bay and upon the retirement 
from active life of bis intimate friend, 
Attorney Edward A. Oviatt, in July, Mr. 
Hall conceived the idea ofhoaonng Mr. 
Oviatt by Mrrauging tte succcsT'jl M;i- 
quet which was given Mr. Oviatt at the 
Empire bouse on the evening of the first 
day of July. 


The banquet was not only a farewell to 


Mr. Oviatt but also to Mr. Hall. During 
the banquet the veteran attorney with a 
trembling voice told his colleagues that 
that would be the last time he would 
have the opportunity of meeting them all 
together. It was one of the most toudh-- 
ing incidents in the history of the Ohio 
bar. 


Mr. Hall was one of the kindest-hearted 


of men. His nature was of the rough and 
ready sort, his impulses generous, hia 
mind open aud a seed-ground for all that 
was true and good, his heart so waTrn 
that all whom he knew to he worthy had 
a part of its affection. In his native city 
every child was said to know him and it 
was no uncommon sight to see him stop 
on the street and give a kiss to some little 
child, or see his pathway blocked by little 
people who loved him BO dearly. And as 
he was loved by children and in hia home, 
in the same degree was ne respected as a 
man and lawyer. His character was a re- 
markably fine one, and the world has lost 
one of its noblemen in the death of Mr. 
Hall.

Two Trains Collide in Colorado This 


Morning with Fearful Loss of 


Life. Twenty=five Dead.

New Castle, Col., Sept. 10—The most 


disastrous railway wreck that has ever 
happened in Colorado occurred at 12.15 
this morning a mile and a half east of this 
town. The Denver & Rio Grande pas- 
senger train No. 1. westbound, collided 
with a Colorado Midland stock 
train 


going enPt, wrecking both engines r.nd 
"everdl ost'B in both trains. 


Biiortif after the collision fire broke out 


in the ru!ris. The mail, baggage and ex- 
press cars, smoker, day coach and tourist 
sleeper were burned. A number of pas- 
sengers were not killed outright but were 
pinned in the wreckage and could not be 
extracted and they perished in the 
flames. 


There were about ?00 pasengers on the 


trains. It is estimated that 25 persona 
were killed and as many more bruised, 
scalded and burned, of whom over six are 
likely to die of their injuries. 


The trains collided on a curve around a 


mountain and tb ere was no opportunity 
to avoid the wreck, or even slacken speed. 
Both passenger and freight trains were 
going at full speed, about 20 miles an hour 
for the passenger and 12 miles for the 
freight.

dent is to the effect that Conductor Bur- 
bank of the Colorado Midland stock train 
made a mistake of 10 minutes on figuring 
on the time at which the Bio Grande pas- 
'eenger train passed New Castle and that

The annual regimental rifle competition 


will be held at Brightwood range, near 
Springfield, on Wednesday, September 15, 
at 9.30 a.m. The competition will be in 
charge of First Lieut, E. A. Taylor, in- 
spector of rlflo practice, who will act as 
executive officer, arrange all fletails and 
fee rsspprislble for their proper execution. 


Company 
teams will consist of ten 


shooters, Including the team captafn, and 
one substitute. The team shooters will 
each fire 1] shots at 2CO yards. 1 he first 
shot will be a sighting shot, and a space 
will be left on the score cards for entering 
the value of the shot. Before the compe- 
tition begins, each team captain will hand 
to the executive officer a list of his ten 
shooters, designating the team captain, 
and giving the rank of each man. 
Christian names will be written in full. 


Shooters will provide their own ammu- 


nition. The tims limit will be two hoars 
for each team, and it will be announced 
by sound of buple for firing to commence 
and to cease. Rifles must be those issued 
by the state and have a minimum trigger 
pull of six pound?. Cleaning will not be 
allowed during the competition, During 
the progress of the match only the fol- 
lowing persons will be allowed within the 
lines: Officers and meu on duty, one 
coach and one spotter for each team, who 
must be members thereof, and such offi- 
cers and men as may be shooting. Any 
person interfering with any member of a 
firing squad will be ordered off the range. 
No expression of approbation or disap- 
proval with reference to any score or shot 
will be made loud enough to be heard at 
the firing point. 


Rules will be strictly enforced, and vio- 


lation of any rule or any act of careless- 
ness on the part of any competitor will 
debar the offender and throw out his 
score. Interpretation of the rules and tbe 
right to debar any offender rests with the 
executive officer. Should a member of a 
team be debarred, a substitute may take 
his place, but the score made by the offen- 
der will be thrown out and only that part 
.of the score made by the 
substitute 


will 
be counted.

on the range is eligible to fill a vacancy 
on the team of the organization to which 
he belongs.

Where the milk is pasteurized and 


bottled, an increase of one to two 
cents per quart can sometimes be ob- 
tained. 


The milk is put into the bottle as 


soon after drawing as it can be strain- 
ed and cooled'. As it conies from the 
cow, 
it contains dissolved gases ami 


animal odors. To remove these it 13 
passed through some form of aerator, 
which exposes the milk to the air dur- 
ing the process of cooling. 
This ia 


much more effective than placing in 
cold water and there is no tendency 
on part of the cream to riee before the 
milk gets into the bottles. Pasteuriz- 
ing is now practiced in all first-class 
dairies. Heat the milk to 140 degrees 
F, hold milk for 30 minutes, and then 
cool quickly to 50 degrees or below. 
The temperature can be raised to 165 
degrees and held for 10 minutes and no 
boiled taste will be noticed provided 
the cooling is rapid. The Batter tem- 
perature 
will kill all the 
ordinary 


ferments and most of the germs of dis- 
ease, including those of tuberculosis. 


In a dairy with a large trade, the 


filling ot the bottles Is no small task. 
The milk is put into quart and pint 
bottles and the cream into one-half 
pint. The bottles are arranged eight 
in a :ow on a long table. The bottle 
filler, -tthic-h is a large box on rollers 
fitting a track on the table, has eight 
valves with as many tubes. 
These 


are opened by one lever and eight bot- 
tles are filled at. a time. 
The bottles 


are then sealed and are ready for the 
wagon. At the end of the bottle-table 
is an oven in which cans, bottles, filler 
and all utensils are sterilized at regu- 
lar Intervals by treating to live steam. 
Every bottle is thoroughly cleaned be- 
fore filling by means of a. revolving 
brush. 


Milk treated in this way will keep 


frord 40 to 50 hours longer than un- 
treated and is perfectly healthful.—Ag- 
riculturist.

thirteen Miles a Day Is About the Amount 


of America's Average. 


The largest chewing gum factory In 


the world is in Cleveland, Ohio. Only 
a few years ago its owner was a poor 
man, making his gum in. the basement 
of an old building, offering in vain his 
whole business for $100, and with his 
wife his sole assistant. Now his 300 
employes make profits for a million- 
aire. 


The very air around the factory is 


pregnant with the composite fragrance 
of the essences used in flavoring. En- 
tering by the packing room, the white 
walls, the fine drift of sugar lying 
everywhere, and the white-capped girls 
folding the crisp papers with the deft 
rapidity of machines, give a first im- 
pression of odorous whiteness. 


The gum making begins in Mexico, 


its formation being chicle gum, the 
chocolate-colored exudenceof the nase- 
berry tree. The natives gather, pack 
it in barrels and send it north. At 
the- factory it is picked over and crush- 
ed, then placed in large kettles, to- 
gether with sugar and flavoring ex- 
tracts. While cooking the revolving 
cylinder within the kettle keeps the 
mass con&tantly stirred. When cooled 
it is carried to a table, where a group 
of girls knead the ginger-bread-look- 
ing stuff, mixing In sugar until it at- 
tains the needed ilryness. Transferred 
to another table it is rolled out to thick 
square cakes, worked as a cook would 
pastry, but with su^ar taking the place 
of flour. These cakes are then passod 
back and forth under a steam roller 
until each is in thin strips about eight- 
een inches wide and a yard long. A 
grooved roller cuts it into 
squares, 


which are laid on a tray and left for 
twenty-four hours. 
Ajftcr the 
day's 


drying, another grooved roller marks 
it into tlie shape in which it is sold, 
when it is broken and tent In boxes 
to the packing room. 
Here 
it 
is 


wrapped in paper, packed in dainty 
boxes, then sent to the in'Specting- 
room, where each box is opened, ex- 
amined and passed. 
All through the 


process may be noted the same accu- 
rate care.and economy. Some girls in 
the inspecting department are kept 
busy lightly scraping unevenlj' shaved 
pieces. Every broken scrap is saved 
and returned to the melting kettle. 


The factory is complete in itself and 


has many departments. The top floor 
is glxen up to the manufacture of pasts 
board boxos for the gum. The base- 
ment \r, a light, airy printing office, 
where many hands are busy with the 
labels and advertising matter. A rail- 
way switch loads and unloads every- 
thing at the door. Six brands of gum 
are made in the building. 
Of one 


brand alone—the Yucatan—the book- 
keeper told me 50 900 miles had been 
sold in ten years, that in each day of 
the last ten years thirteen and a half 
miles had been the average sales.— 
Pleasant E. Todd.

counteracting treatment. This ia to 
repeat as often as possible a firm pres- 
sure backwards on the front of the 
teeth with the forefinger horizontally. 
Overlapping teeth are often, usually, 
Indeed, 
the consequence of 
mouth 


breaking. A child keeps the mouth 
open during sleeping and much of the 
time during the day, thereby narrow- 
ing the curve of the jaw and forcing 
the teeth to a V. 
This consequence 


will again take long counteracting in- 
fluence to remedy, but the cultivation 
of nasal breathing, and pressing the 
teeth in as much as possible, will show 
a decidedly good effect very 
soon. 


When one recalls how easily apparent- 
ly solid teeth are pressed apart by 
means of thin, wedges, it is realized 
how much value there is in persistent 
pressure. 


How to Test the Spfne. 


A good exercise for the spinal mus- 


cles consists of the following move- 
ments: Stand erect, with thp feet to- 
gether, and rise upon the toes, then 
gradually sink down by bending the 
kneos until the thigh and calf are dou- 
bled upon each other. 
The trunk 


should be erect all the time and espe- 
cial attention paid to tne spine, kpep- 
ing it straight. It a person will re- 
move the clothing and hang by the 
firms, all tension is removed from the 
spine, and a second person can deter- 
mine if the spinal curvature can be 
removed or not. If when hanging in 
this position the spine is straight there 
is no reason why it cannot be ciired, 
but if It is crooked when hanging, 
there is but little hope of doing more 
than keeping it from growing worse, 
ami this is very important.

He says the true attitude of the 
eopleof Berkshire is this: The voters of 
his district have already elected their con- 
ressman for the next congressional term 
hich begins next December. That gent- 
man was the late A. B. Wright of Bork- 
hire county. That election gave the rep- 
esentation to this county. By the un- 
imely death of Mr.Wright, a successor to 
im has to be selected, and we believe 
tiatthe same principles should govern 
his selection that prevailed when Mr. 
A'right 
was elected. 
This is par- 


icularly true when 
the county can 


resent a candidate so well fitted for offi- 
ial duties as George iP. Lawrence Of 
sTorth Adams.

READSBORO ITEMS. 


A PLEA FOR THE HOSPITAL. 


Rev* Mr. Tebbetts Gives Good Reasons 


for Its Generous Support. 


EDITOR TBANSORIPT:—I have seen In 


the local newspapers references to the in- 
tention of our hospital authorities to em 
ploy again the envelope system by a 
house-to-house visitation, and it has 
seemed to me that this annual call was 
worthy of a more extended notice. This 
I have no doubt will be given, but it may 
not be amiss for one of the local clergy to 
call attention to a few facts relating to 
the hospital and to give his word ot testi- 
mony to its value as an agent for doing 
that charitable work which falls to our 
community. 


i presume thatjmany people think of the 


hospital as an institution where one who 
is siok or disabled may go and receive the 
necessary attention, provided he, or some 
friend of his, has the means to pay for it. 
"How is it then," they ask, "that the hos- 
pital is continually collecting funds for its 
support?" It is to be said that were every 
patient a paying patient the revenue 
would yet fall short of the necessary ex- 
penses. This is very important to be re- 
membered. Besides this a great deal of 
charity work is being done. Many pa- 
tients are received on the understanding 
that they are to be treated free, others 
that they are to pay only in part, while 
others still engage to pay sometime— 
a promise which is often unfulfilled. 


The past year there were as many as 43 


free patients. The period they were un- 
der treatment covered 665 days, or 95 
weeks. These figures speak for them- 
selves and the question is what could be 
done with these free and partial paying 
patients and these doubtlul payers but for 
the hospital, and not "why is it not self- 
supporting." This question, I imagine, 
comes very close to all the pastors of the 
city. I have had occasion to send up sev- 
eral cases in the past year. One was a 
partial payer, two were unable to pay 
anything, yet hospital treatment was nec- 
essary in each of theae cases. 


Every self-respecting community has 


it charitable work to do in some of the 
many existing forms which that work 
takes. We have our city farm where the 
impecunious are supported. 
The fact 


that we have it is an acknowledgement 
of our common or public duty to the 
destitute.

If we 
had no such provision it wculd be a mat- 
ter of unbecoming notoriety, and neigh- 
boring cities upon whom somewhat of our 
burden would ba 
cast 
would 
visit 


us with reproaches which would not fos- 
ter local pride. But fortunately we have 
our hospital and it belongs to the com- 
munity to maintain it. Therefore the 
.adies of the board of control come to us 
and of right ask that the people of North 
Adams make annual contribution to its 
xeasury. It is the only charitable insti- 
tution of its kind that we have. We have 
no orphan asylum and no home for the 
aged, such aa most other cities of like 
character maintain by voluntary contri- 
bution,—only a hospital, and it would 
seem as if the people of North Adams 
ought to carry it with a more liberal 
hand.

OFFICER FOOLED 


The Coolness of a Burglar 


Allayed His Suspicions 


This Morning. 


VERY BOLD WORK BY DAYLIGHT 


Was Found 
in Darby's 
Hardware 


Store 
on Eagle Street. 
Fled 


and Left His Plunder. 


Hot Chase. 
He Got

At about 5.30 o'clock this morning 


Policeman Chilsou saw a man in J. M. 
Darby's hardware store on Eagle street. 
The man was at tho back door, ap- 
>arently trying to open it, and the officer 
walked around and asked him if he was 
coked in. The man said that he was not, 
and, taking a broom, proceeded to sweep 
rhe floor as though he were an employe 
getting the store ready for the business of 
he day. 
The door was opened and Officer Chil- 
on stepped in. He had an idea that the 
man was employed in the store, but lie 
did not know him and so took a walk 
hrough the store to see if there was any- 
hing wrong. When the officer was in the 
lont end of the store the burglar, for such 
IB proved to be, slipped out the back door 
nd disappeared. 
Officer Chihson hastened to the street, 


where he met Policeman Eowes, who was 
ust going home. He told Bowes of the 
matter and described the man, and Bowes 
aid he had just met him. Officer Bowes 
went 10 the Boston & Albany freight yard 
and saw the man sitting on the track a 
hort distance above the freight house. 
?he man ran when discovered and the of- 
Icer gave chase and followed him to the 
woods below Hawksville, where the trail 
was lost. In the meantime Captain Par- 


pow and Officer Cfcilson were scouring 
Qreylock, Blacfcin*on and Williamstown 
with a team, but when Policeman Bowes 


iported the man's whereabouts they 


were telephoned to come home. The 
hunt was continued Dy the officers and a 
description of the burglar was sent to all 
leighboring towns and cities, whose of- 
ficers were notified to be on the lookout 
'or him. 


The burglar's operation was one of the 


joldest, in the history of the city. It is 
believed he entered the store Thursday 
and secreted himself in the cellar while 
jhe clerks wera busy, for there was noth- 
ng to show how entrance was gained. 
Why he deferred his operation to such a 
.ate hour in the morning is a mystery, but 
.t is believed a confederate was coming 
with a team and it is possible they 
.bought they would avoid suspicion by 
moving in daylight. 


The burglar had collected a mass of 


plunder with which he never could have 
walked away. The gun case had been 
emptied with the exception of one rifle 
and the guns, aggregal ing in value $350, 
were laid on a counter in the rear part of 
the store by the back door and covered 
with coats belonging to the proprietor 
and clerks, A basket was filled with al' 
Kinds of case goods—scissors, knives, 
razors, etc., ready to be removed on short 
notice, and this was on the floor close by 
the door. The safe had not been dis- 
turbed, but the cash drawer was broken 
open and its contents, $5.19. were missing- 
The burglar left his old derby hat and 
wore away a good one belonging to Mr. 
Darby, who was in Boston on business. 


While the burglar was being chased 


from the freight, yard to Hiwkaville he 
turned twice and leveled a revolver at Of- 
ficer Bowes, who paid no attention to his 
threats, and no shooting was done. Two 
new revolvers were found along the line 
of the chase which had been taken from 
the store. 


The burglar's coolness when discovered 


in the store by Officer CMIson was re- 
markable and lor the moment the officer 
was completely thrown off the soeut. The 
burglar is described as about 5 leet 7 
inches tall and rather thick set, and he 
was dressed in a brown suit. Every ef- 
fort will be made to apprehend him.
